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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant filed an amendment received August 1 , 2000 identified as a "Reply to 
Written Opinion and Article 34 Amendment". This amendment contains marked-up 
copies of claims 1, 9 and 14, instructions to add new claims 24-43, and substitute page 
8-15, which include all claims in clean copy form with instructions for their entry into the 
application.

Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 31-34 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate 

of claims 9-12. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 

content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 

proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 

the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents of Kikuchi et al. (US 5863601) and Nakamoto (US 
6097138) teach pertinent nanotube structure extending from a substrate but they lack 
any indication of their being capable of being used as microfasteners or being 
deformable.
